delayed by bad weather conditions 
along the route, the first of the new

planes arrived within a few m in­ 
utes of their scheduled hour—3:58 
o’clock. 
All of the pickups were 
made before crowds of several h u n ­ 
dred persons which lined the field 
along the west slope of Oak Ridge 
at the G ettysburg airport.

Harlan, Ky.. May 15 (AP)—'Three 
thousand miners, bent on picketing, 
were 
turned 
back 
by 
National 
Guardsmen 
with 
machine 
guns

as men returned 
to the j 
Harlan county pits under troop 
protection. 
No coal will be brought from the 
mines until Tuesday or Wednesday, 
operators said. 
Those who wanted 
to work without a union contract 
were busy checking and repairing 
pit trackage and timbering. 
Operators in the Harlan field, 
where one man already has been 
killed and another wounded, refused 
to sign an agreement 
with the 
United Mine Workers last Saturday 
in New York.

ROYAL PAIR TO 
LAND AT QUEBEC 
TWO DAYS LATE 


Quebec, May 15 (A P)—The liner 
Empress of Australia steam ed to­ 
ward the St. Lawrence river at full 
speed today, hurrying King George 
and Queen Elizabeth to Quebec for 
the start of a royal tour two days 
behind schedule. 
The vessel, which had been held 
up in the north A tlantic’s fog and 
ice zone for three and a half days, 
was expected to arrive at Quebec 
about ll p. rn. (E S T.) Tuesday and 
the King and Queen will leave the 
ship at 9 a. rn, W ednesday. 
The schedue of the royal visit to 
the United States, June 8-11, will 
not be upset it was disclosed. How­ 
ever, drastic changes were under 
way for the royal progress through 
central C anada because of deloy in 
debarkation at Quebec, originally set 
for this morning. 
Jean Bruchesi. Quebec province 
undersecretary, said th a t except for 
a 48-hour postponement, the sched­ 
ule within the province would re­ 


m ain the same, with visits at Quebec, 
Three Rivers and M ontreal. 
At the dominion capital, Ottawa, 
changes will be necessary, but it was 
expected the western tour and the 
visit to W ashington and New York 
would be made according to the first 
schedule. 
There 
were 
suggestions 
the royal train m ight then return 
to Canada for a more extended tour 
than 
was 
first 
planned, 
possibly 
postponing for a few days the de­ 
parture for England. 
The Empress of Australia was said 
to be abput 835 miles from Quebec, 
off Cape Race, a t m idnight Sundaj 
night. 
The liner started full speed 
ahead 
in 
m id -afternoon 
Sunday 
after bucking her way through an 
ice field a half mile across. She had 
to contend with Ice so thick in 
stretches th at those aboard could 
have got out and walked on it. The 
Ijner had been held up In a heavy 
fog 300 miles east of Cape Race. 
The King and Queen were sym pa­ 
thetic toward officials and citizens 
inconvenienced by the delay. 
“The people I am sorry for are all 
those who have been making plans 
to see us in C anada and perhaps 
have traveled miles to do so,” said 
Queen Elizabeth.
